3 FOREST FIRES

I Livestock, Hay 
I & Pastures Up 
j For Study Here 

A study of the needs of Mor¬ 
gan county farmers in view of 
both the drouth situation and the 
economic condition of agriculture 
was made by 29 members of the 
Morgan County Extension Ad¬ 
visory Committee at a meeting 
Oct. 1. 

The group agreed that two im¬ 
mediate problems face our farm- 
i ers— 

i (1) Those who have not sold 
; livestock want to know whether 
to .sell or keep them. 

(2) There will be a longer 
feeding season because of dry 
pastures that will have no chance 
to make any growth before win¬ 
ter. With an average hay crop 
and the fact that a lot of hay is 
bought in the county even in nor- 
; mal seasons, there will be an 
above average need for h a y. 
Should this hay be bought now? 
What can be done about pastures 
' for early spring grazing? 

Answers are being sought on 
all these questions from the Ag¬ 
ricultural Economics Department 
of the University of Kentucky. 
However. County .Agent Dixon 
feels that certain partial answers 
can be had now. 

Sell Slaughter Cattle Now- 

Cattle that are reasonably fat, 
weigh over 600 pounds and are 
intended for sale should be sold 
now. Prices on this type of cattle 
are not expected to fluctuate 
much in the near future. Dry 
feed would be needed to keep 
them in present condition. 

Calves nearing top veal condi¬ 
tion probably should be sold as 
veals. It might pay well to buy 
some very young calves and put 
on the mothers to use the milk 
to produce another veal calf. 

If feed is short, it Is probably a 
safe decision to cull old cows and 
cows that produce slow growing, 
late maturing calves. 

Dairymen might well sell their 
old and lower producing cows. 
Even heifeis that are showing 
poor conformation or unusually 
slow growth may well be culled. 

Sow Small Grain for Pasture 

The recommendations of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station to sow small grain 
for cover crop are extremely im¬ 
portant. This is our best chance 
to save feed next spring. Seeding 
should be done at once. With 
cool weather, there is enough 
moisture to sprout the grain. 

Perhaps in no other period in 
recent years has livestock feed 
and forage been as short as dur¬ 
ing the 19.52 and 1953 seasons. 
These two seasons of prevailing 
drouth have created serious feed 
shortages. Pastures will be short 
this fall and aftermath pasture 
for winter will be in limited 
amounts due to poor growing 
conditions. 

j Small grains may assume part 
of this feed shortage when a 
planned small grain program is 
executed and handled well. 

The best results from fall, win- 
I ter, and early spring pastures 
j can be obtained with winter small 
' grain, rye and wheat. The best 
and most reliable grain pasture 
is Balbo rye, due to its wide 
adaptability and its high forage 
yields. 

For the best results in a winter 
pasture program the following 
guides should be considered: 

1. Sow as early as possible. 

2. Seed at a heavy rate. 

3. Prepare a good seedbed and 
plant at proper depth. 

4. Insure abundance of plant 
food by proper fertilization of 
seeded crop. 

I Fertilizer, 300 pounds of 10-10- 
10 or 12-12-12 or 400 pounds of 
8-8-8 or 600 pounds of 5-10-15 
would De the best fertilizer use 
if a soil test is not made. 

The heavy use of fertilizer will 
pay big dividends in quick and 
rapid growth of tender forage. 

Heavy seeding rates are also a 
must for the most pasture. It is 
too late to count on anything but 
balbo rye and wheat. 'These 
should be seeded at 2 to 3 bushels 
per acre. Be sure to cover the 
seed. 

Soil that has been used any of 
the following ways this year 
would be a suitable place to sow 
these small grains now for spring 
pasture: 

1. Corn land 

2. Tobacco plots 

3. Sudan and emergency pas¬ 
ture areas 

4. Soybean fields 

5. Lespedeza stubble 

6. Cane or other cultivated 
areas 

7. Idle land suitable for pasture 

Sow at once for best results.

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CONSTITUTIONAL AMENBMKNT NO. 1 

The Courier this week has a brief statement 
and a copy of the amendment which is to be 
voted on at the November election. This state¬ 
ment, asking the voters to vote “yes” on amend¬ 
ment No. 1 is signed by many of Morgan’s lead¬ 
ing citizens who felt it is for the best interest 
of education. 

This is not a political question, and has 
nothing to do with politics. It is a matter of 
distribution of the State school fund. 

The Courier always has been veo’ careful 
about editorials and has not assumed the role 
of telling people what to do or how to vote. 
Nevertheless, we are deeply interested in anj' 
program or question that will help the Public 
Schools. They are the foundation of Democracy 
and essential to peace and pro^rity. 

It is very evident that the people are paying 
the maximum tax rate for schools in this county, 
and we do not have enough money to build 
and operate schools that are needed. Therefore, 
additional funds must come from the State. And 
the State school officials and leaders advocate 
this change in order to have additional money 
for poorer counties. 

Under this condition we feel certain it will 
be to the best interest of our schools and our 
county to vote “yes” on amendment No. 1. at 
the November election.

“ONE ROOM .\ND A PATH” 

In 1953, two out of every five children in 
Kentucky attend a school with outdoor toilet fa¬ 
cilities. 

In 1953 Kentucky still has 2,600 one-teacher 
schools and nearly 1,000 two- and three-teacher 
schools. 

In 1953 there are 2,900 teachers that hold only 
emergency teaching certificates. This means 
that Kentucky’s children are being taught by 
inadequately trained instructors. 

In the ’53 age of transportation many children 
have to board their school busses as early as 
six a.m. and don’t return home until six p.m. 
This represents a waste of four to five hours each 
day to the pupils and their parents. 

How do these conditions affect Kentucky in 
the National picture? 

The rate of rejections of white registrants in 
Kentucky for military service in World War II 
for mental and educational deficiencies was the 


highest in the nation. Kentucky also has the 
nation’s highest illiteracy rate. 

Why can’t Kentucky, a progressive state in 
nearly every other respect, get its educational 
program into high gear to remedy these glaring 
deficiencies? 

’The stumbling block to any improvement in 
the educational program of the state is the out¬ 
dated and outmoded Section 186 of the Consti¬ 
tution. Kentucky is the only state in the nation 
encumbered by such a restriction. 

TTiis says, paraphra.sed into plain words, that 
75 percent of the state school fund must be dis¬ 
tributed on a census-pupil basis. 

Inequalities are created because this money 
has to be sent into a district on the basis of 
school age children . . . not on those who are 
actually attending public schools. 

For example, the lowest district allotment is 
$40 per pupil actually in school, while the high¬ 
est receives $140. Under Section 186, if the state 
appropriated $10,000,000 more for the common 
school fund they could increase the per pupil 
allotment in the needy district to $55, but, under 
the restrictions of the present 186, they must also 
send $193 to the highest district. The rich get 
richer and the poor get poorer at a ratio of 3 to 1. 

With the amendment of Section 186 the state 
can establish a foundation program (similar to 
that already adopted in many states) which will 
enable all Kentucky schools to reach an accept¬ 
able standard of education and educational 
facilities for your children. 

Don’t let Kentucky children suffer from a 
“One Room and a Path” education. 

Vote to amend Section 186 on November 3rd. 


ELECTRICITY FOR F.ARMS 

The Rural Electrification Administration is 
doing a grand job getting electricity to Ken¬ 
tucky farms. Only 13 farms out of 100 now are 
without electricity. Seventeen years ago only 
three out of 100 had electricity. Three states 
claim almost 100 percent of their farms have 
electricity—Michigan, 99.9 percent; Indiana, 99.3 
percent, and Washington, 99.1 percent. When 
the RE.\ program was started in 1935, less than 
11 percent of all the far.-ns in the United States 
had electricity. 


FESCUE FOR P.ASTURE 

Kentucky growers of fescue seed will be glad 
to have Successful Fanning magazine advocate 
sowing fescue this fall for winter pasture. An 
article in the October number of the ryagazine 
says fescue should be sowed in September. How¬ 
ever, this far south it should be all right seeded 
this month. It wouldn’t have come up anyway, 
due to dry weather. With favorable weather, 
fescue might still make enough growth to furnish 
grazing. Sow 10 pounds of seed an acre. Add¬ 
ing a half-pound of ladino clover seed would 
improve the pasture.

MORG.AN NATIVE FAVORS 
VOTE FOR AMEND.MENT 1 

I was born and reared near 
White Oak post office, about ten 
miles south of West Liberty. Our 
school district had sufficient pop¬ 
ulation to demand a first-class 
teacher. On examination he must 
make an average of 85 percent 
on the coiiiiiiuii school subjects. 
Had I resided in Yaden Fork of 
White Oak District, adjoining 
ours on the west, I would have 
been in a third-class district 
which was usually taught by a 
third-class teacher, and a third- 
class certificate could be made 
with an average grade of sixty- 
five percent. Thus I was lucky. 
Very! 

Last year we had one emer¬ 
gency teacher here in Fayette 
county. Morgan county had forty- 
five. This year we have no 
emergency teacher regularly em¬ 
ployed. We pay our teachers 
from $2,825 to $3,900, and our 
county superintendent $7,500. He 
is not a native of Kentucky. And 
why these salaries? One reason 
IS because we have a wealthy 
county. 

Another is Kentucky has the 
most wasteful method of appor¬ 
tioning our school fund of any of 
our states. That is the big reason 
why our State ranks at the bot¬ 
tom educationally. Just 100 years ! 
ago Doctor Robert Breckenridge, 
the greatest state superintendent 
that we ever had, said it “is a 
sin” to pay for educating absent j 
children of ignorant parents. But, 
the politicians overruled him. 
And forty years later the politi¬ 
cians hog-tied the educators and 
the legislature when they in-, 
eluded that principle in our Con- : 
stitution. 

If the legislature increases the 
state school fund, the big part of 
the increase will go to the rich 
cities that do not now need it, i 
and not much will go to the 
sparsely populated sections. 

While living at Salyersville, the 
lives of three men were snuffed 
out on the court-house square 
within two or three minutes. ’Two 
other young men met a similar 
fate while attending church. And 
a capable man of Yaden Fork 
school district who had been 
“educated” by moonshiners and; 
was the most notorious moon¬ 
shiner of all eastern Kentucky, i 
met a similar fate. Of these six 
men, not one of them was half 
way through the grades. And to¬ 
day our beloved Commonwealth 
ranks higher in the percentage of 
crimes than any other state in the 
Union. I’m sorry to say it. And i 
why say it? j 

The taxpayers of Louisville and | 
all other . section help foot the | 
bill for reform schools, peniten¬ 
tiaries, court costs, etc. Nov. 3rd 
we will have a chance to stop I 
wasting millions annually on an; 
outmoded plan of opportioning 
school money by amending sec¬ 
tion 186 of our constitution. 

At present, it seems that the 
biggest opposition will come from i 
the private schools and from 
short-sighted business men of; i 
Louisville. The people who would ' 
be most benefitted are counties i 
like Morgan with insufficient I 
wealth to finance a modem school I 
system. Like Arizona, wealth is j 
very evenly distributed in Ken¬ 
tucky. But unlike Arizona, we' 
have not seriously considered edu¬ 
cation as a state proposition. And 
as a result Arizona ranks fourth 
in the Union educationally. Many 
of us believe money invested in 
education is a great investment 
and are doing all we can to get 
Kentucky started on a sound fi¬ 
nancial basis in order to give all 
her youth an equal educational 
opportunity or as nearly equal as 
possible. And we hope that every 
man, woman and child of Morgan 
count.v will help un-hog-tie the 
school system November third.

A revival of wildcat oil explor¬ 
ations is underway in Elliott fol¬ 
lowing the drilling of a 32-barrel 
producer on the Vess Peters farm 
near isonviiie 'oy ihe nainoow 
Corporation of Canada and E. C. 
Ware and others. 

The well was bro^ht in three 
weeks ago in the Wier sand at a 
depth of 990 feet and was shot by 
the new Hydro-Frac patented 
process of the Dow Chemical 
Company in which a mixture of 
crude oil, kerosene and pebbles 
are forced into the pay sand. The 
pebbles hold the broken sand 
apart allowing oil to flow into 
the well. It was the first time 
this process has been used in 
shooting a well in Eastern Ken- 
tuc^, oil men say. Ordinary 
wells in the Isonviiie field are 
producing 2 to 5 barrels. 

The Rainbow Corporation and 
Ware have purchased the interest 
of Ballard Lyons, Johnnie Greene 
and a group from Hazard in the 
500-acre tract and are making a 
second location about 500 feet 
from the 32-barrel well. 

The Wayne Meisnmer Drilling 
Co. of Ft. W'ayne, Ind. and Mr. 
Bradley also have rigs drilling in 
this section. 

The Rainbow Corporation also 
has considerable acreage on the 
Prince Branch, a tributary of the 
left fork of Blaine in Lawrence 
county near the Elliott line which 
they are preparing to water pres¬ 
sure, It is reported. There al- 
leady are a number of wells on 
the acreage and Rainbow plans 
additional drilling, according to 
reports here. 

M. L. .Marcum and associates 
are operating in the head of Dock 
Ison Branch in Morgan a few 
miles south of the Isonviiie field. 
They plan to make a location on 
the John Wooldridge or Nathaniel 
Skaggs farm there in a few days 
I to test their acreage.

Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion Wendell P. Butler called on 
public school officials to join in 
the campaign to strike out of the 
Constitution the present Section 
186 which, he said, only “In¬ 
creases inequities and waste.” 

‘"The issue involved in amend¬ 
ing Section 186 of the Constitu¬ 
tion is an educational one,” he 
wrote school officials.

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BEECHEL FRALEY I 
AND SON NAMED 
IN MURDER BILL 

Glennis Caudill Is 
Given Life Term 
In Armed Robbery 

SANDY HOOK. Ky., Oct. 13—; 
Beechel Fraley, 43, and his son, 
Clayton, 23, were indicted for [ 
wilful murder by the Elliott j 
county grand jury at the October 
term of circuit court here last 
week. 

They are charged with the fatal 
shooting of Odell Pennington, 53, 
at his home near Dewdrop Sept. 
6 . 

The elder Fraley did not ask 
bail and he was taken back to 
jail at West Liberty to await trial 
at the February term of court 
here. The younger Fraley was 
granted bail of $5,000 and was re¬

Pennington was found dead in 
a bed where he slept in his smoke I 
house with a 45 caliber bullet 
wound in his head 

State Detective Mervin Caudill 
said it was disclosed that there 
had been previous trouble be¬ 
tween the Fraley and Pennington 
families. Clayton Fraley was mar¬ 
ried to Pennington’s daughter, 
Patty and Beechel Fraley’s dai^h- 
ter, Bonnie, was wed to Penning¬ 
ton’s son, Lindsay. Caudill said 
that the elder Fraley had con¬ 
fessed to the slaying and that his 
son, Clayton had told in a state¬ 
ment how the shooting took place. 

Their trial is set for the Febru¬ 
ary term of court. 

Glennis Caudill pleaded guilty 
to complicity in the armed rob¬ 
bery of Brack Caudill, 82, and 
his brother, Willie Caudill, 80, 
and was given a life sentence by 
a jupr. Robbery of the elder 
Caudill brothers took place at 
their home on Ky. 32 near the 
Elliott-Rowan line in September 
of last year. Chester Caudill and 


Ed Johnson were each sentenced 
to life imprisonment for the rob¬ 
bery at the February term of 
court. 

The case against Nance Weaver 
of Estill, Floyd county, charged 
with detaining a woman against 
her will was continued to the next 
February term.
